After his marriage, Villard Sears purchased tha house belonging to 
Joshua Sears in Harvich, on the opposites side of the road from the old 
family burying ground at Bound Brook, which had previously been occupied 
by several families. 

At his death it remained for soms time unoccupied, and was said to be 
bewitched. Every pane of glass in the house was broken by mischiasvous 
boys. 

It was occupied by Miss Vienna Sears until her death in 1880, since which 
it has been repaired, and some altsrations made, and now bids fair to stand 
for many ysars. 

Tt was built by Joshua Sears about 1719, and is worthy of note as the 
birth place of "King Sears," the "Liberty Boy.t

The*Sears Gensalogy" says "Fear Sears was the daughter of John Freeman 
of Sandwich, but she was the daughter of Benjamin Freeman of Harwich, as 
is shown by his Will dated Nov. 25, 1757, pro. Apr. 4, 1758, and by the 
town records. 

The "Freeman Genealogy," says"she married Second, Samuel Ballard, a 
wealthy merchant of Boston, who brought up her son in his counting house, 
and dying childless, left him the chief of his large property," and adds, 

, perhaps copying some grave-stone, which I have not found, "Madame Fear 
: Sears, died 1808, as. 86, a widow Ballard." 


Mr. Freeman is quito wrong in his statement. 

Samuel Ballard had by his first wife four children, who survived hin, 
‘and had numerous descendants. He died in Boston about 1793, and his Will 
recorded there, names, wifs Fear; sons William, Samel, Ebenezer, and 
grand-daughter, Betsy Pope. The Sears children were not mentioned. 

He gives to his wife his house near the Common, with the furniture , 
and his chaise, while she remains unmarried; also cartain claims against 
persons in Barnstable county, due to her late husband. 

In the Directory for 1789, he is called "hay-weigher," Conmon strect,, 
(now Tremont street;) he lived in the third house south of Winter street, 
between Ur. Cole's and Mrs. Swan's houses, about half way to West street, 
or at the corner of Temple Place, then known as "Turnagain lane."

20 wounded.
